Seems a footisfa qtaeston to ask, 
doesn't it? Almost anyone can tell 
off-hand just what a fann is and 
knows one when hiK |eil It 

But do you haij^jpta'^Jo khW the 
intorpretation Unde /Sam places oil 
the word "fanner* for census pur- 
poses? No? Then read how his Bu- 
reau of the Censua ^eihiea the word: 
"A farm for cenana putpoAes is all 
the lancl which directly farmed 
by one person conducting agrricul- 
tural operations, either -by lus own 
labor or with the assistance- of mem- 
bers of his householji or hired em- 
ployed." 

^,In further explanation of this defi- 
nition the Census Bureau points out 
that the term "agricultural opera- 
tions" la used as • general taan ro- 
feniag to the woric of growing crops, 
producing other agricultural prod- 
acts and raising dmneatic aiumals, 
poultry or bees. ^ ^ ( , 

From tills 4eiii|itijOii it will be seen 
that a fum may ebnsist of a single 
tract of land or od^ a number of sep- 
arate and diatinet tracts.^ And these 
several tracts may be held under 
different tenureiij as, for instance, 
when one tract is owned by the farm- 
er and another is rented by him 
Thus if a man who owns 100 acres 
and rents an additional 10' acres from 
some one else and operates both the 
100 acres and the ten acres, then his 
farm" including both traeta of land 
comprising 110 acres. 

By the same token a land owner 
has one or moi^ tenants renters, 
croppers or managers, each different 
tract of land operated by any such 
tenant, renter, cropper or aumager 
is considered a s^wrato and ^Batinet 
farm by the Census Bureau. Or, to 
give an example, if a man owning 
120 acres of land, rents 40 acres to 
tenant and fpuins the remaining 
80*iaereB himself, Ui'fium Is the 80 
acres which he operates, not the 120 
acres which he owns, while the 40- 
acres tract which he rents to a tenant 
comprises a separate fann to be re- 
ported in the name of flie tmuit 

Another question to be determined 
is how important does an agricul- 
tilral enterprise have to be in older 
to aecnve recognition in the -census 
as * farm? A small vegetable gar- 
den or a chicken yard accommodat- 
ing a few busy hens will not be al- 
lowed to qualify as a "farm" in the 



census no matter with what pardpn- 
ablo pride and satisfaction the pro- 
prietoi^ may view his agricultural eu- 
tei^risc. 

But if the garden or chicken yard 
expands until it covers not less than 
three acres of ground, or until it re- 
quire? for its care the continuous 
services of at least one person, or 
yields pi-oducts annually to the value 
of $250 or mpre, it comea within the 
census definition of a ftkrm and will 
be recognised as such and counted 

The agriculture schedule contains 
many questions regarding farm 
values, expenses and live stock as 
weir as the acreage and quinity of 
crops raised in the year 1019. Cen- 
sus Bureau officials are urging the 
fanners everywhere to prepare for 
the census enumerator by^ looking 
over their books and records so that 
aeenrate answers nay be ' fbrnished 
to questions. 

In this connection the Bureau of 
the Census emphasizes the fact that 
information furnished to census 
takers Is absohitely confldtatial, 
made so by Act of Congress, and 
that under no circumstances can any 
such information bk used as a basis 
for taxation. 

"Co-operatk4 between farmers 
and the census officials next Janu 
ary is more necessary and vital than 
ever before," declares IMreetor of 
the Census Sam L- Rogers. "The 
world war and tiie part that the far- 
mer played 'in it and will continue to 
play in the rehabilitation of Europe 
serve to make tite agricoltore sec- 
tion of the Fourteenth Decennial 
Census the most important in the 
nation's history.

With continued Federal control 
of stigar and a more , stringent 
allocation of ' sugar supplies in 
sight in the recent testimony of 
Herbert Hwvcr, former fo64 ad- 
ministrator, b*for« the Johnson 
sub-committee investigating war 
expenditures threw an interest- 
ing side-light on the -administra- 
tion's policy with .regard to 
augar both vduring ^nd since the 
war. During the war it was ab- 
solutely necessary to control the 
sugar supply and since that time 
Presidieht Wilson has been ad- 
vised by followers of t.wp, differ- 
ent sch6oIs of economic action. 
The ^dmtnistralnon has folkrwed 
the advice that recommenced 
control and consequently, asstired 
low prices. Recommendation has 
rtow been made for further con- 
trol and allocation by the chair- 
man of the United States Sugar 
Equalization Board. 

Of the two theories advanced 
one class of advisors recommend- 
ed to the President that the ban 
of FtdfTai coiitrol and interna 
tional agreement be lifted and in 
its plice unrestrkined competi- 
tion for the Cuban and other im- 
portant crops be allowed. This 
would mean that the highest bid 
tier among the nations would get 
the available crops, but the con 
sumcr would have to pay the 
prict of this competition/ There 
was no prediction as to how high 
might go under this plan.

Congressman Bland, junior

agency in France was not re- 
sponsible for the i)rcscnt sugar 
shortage. Mr. Hoover hastened 
to disabuse the minds of the com- 
mittee on this point, declaring 
that the cause of the present 
shortage was an increased con- 
sumption of sugar on the part of 
the American people. This in- 
crease, beginning in the spring 
of thi» year, and apparently ag- 
gravated by prohibition, accord- 
ing to the witness, has risen from 
a normal of 73 pounds per year 
per person to 93 pounds per per- 
son. The highest known con- 
sumption heretofore, Mr. Hoover 
stated, has been 84 pounds per 
person. 

' Getting down to specific ques- 
tions Mr. Hoover assured the 
committee that there was con- 
sumed every day in the United 
States a little over six million 
l)ounds of sugar for the manu- 
facture of candy alone. This he 
said was the approximate amount 
of sugar given by the United 
States relief commission to the 
striken countries abror.d. Sjck- 
ing of the sugar given to Russian 
prisoners he declared that this 
country had given away only

He Haa A Job 

Uncle Sam's big job of finding 
jobs for all demobilized soldiers 
and sailors is now on a post-war 
basis. The central office is in 
Washington, and there are 
Ijranch offices in Boston, New 
York, Indianapolis, ' and San 
Frisco, which maintain a force of 
held rc.ijrescntativcs who travel 
supervising the work and keep- 
ing in touch with the 3,300 sol- 
dier employment bureaus scatter- 
ed throughout the United States. 

A double duty is now put upon 
the War Department, for the rea- 
son that the United States Em- 
ployment Service has practically 
ceased functioning, because of 
lack of funds. Gen. W. G. Haan, 
now in charge, has recast the 
entire personnel, and in addition 
to a force of commissioned of- 
ficers who are experts, he has 
the services of thousands of vol- 
unteers and doUar-a-year men, 
as well as all the welfare organi- 
zations. The latter have not 
only contributed liberally of their 
funds, but have also given the 
t^se of their buildings, ofHce 
furniture, and paid employees. 

"No service man will be con- 
sidered demobilized until a job 
has been found for him," declares 
General Haan. , 

With the coming of winter 
;nen who have been taking life 
easy will now seek employment. 
In thousands of other cases men 
who have had seasonal occupa- 
tion will require a new job. Then 
there ace uiose who took any- 
thing tney eoutd find when they 
left the armyv and who are now 
looking about to adjust them- 
selves into something more suit- 
ed to their ambitions and ca- 
pacities. All these men will be 
cared for, and any otiicrs- who 
from time to time may need cm" 
ployment. There is an employ-
